Court of Appeals Sustains the Ver= 


diet of Murder in the 


First Degree. 


ALBANY, N. T., June 0—The Court 


of Appeals today by a. divided count, 
voting four 
to three, sustsUned the 


lower courts In adjudging Albert T. 
Patrick, the New York lawyer, guilty 
of murder in the first degree, in causr 
ing the death of William Marsh Rice. 


On April 7, J902, Patrick was, con- 


victed on art indictment charging him 
with the murder of Rice by chloro- 
form and mercury, 
administered 
to 


him during his sickness on September 
23, 1300, 


The case reached the Court of Ap- 


peals on March 14 of this year, when 
David B. Hill, who appeared for the 
appellant, based his argument for a 
reversal mainly on the contention that 
the condition of Rice's body revealed 


the bar, and the public at large. 


The'opinion of the court, written by 


Judge Gray, is very exhaustive, re- 
viewing the formidable record in every 
detail and containing upwards of 16,- 
000 words. • 


Judge Gray sets forth that the the- 


ory of the people was that the de- 
fendant had conspired with Charles F. 
Jones, the valet, or as sometimes call- 
ed, the secretary of Rice, to kill Rice, 
and that the defendant also' secured 
Jones to administer chloroform to him 
while he was asleep, in the accomp- 
lishment of their-joint purpose. 


This purpose, they say, was the mo- 


tive, of the desire' to obtain posses- 
«ion of. Rice's estate. Through a will 
in favor of the defendant and through 
various transfers to him of properties'

BERKELEY, June 9.—The trial 
of 


eighteen Chinamen-charged with smoking 
opium came to an end today in Judge 
Edgar's Court, the jury rendering: a ver- 
dict of hot guilty. The Chinamen were 
arrested a month ago ' in the rear of a 
laundry at Shattuck avenue and Dwight 
way. 
Their opium smoking outfit was 


confiscated, and Marshal Yollmer sup- 
posed he had abundance of evidence to 
prove their guilt. It was found impos- 
sible, however, to identify all the Chinese 
accused, and the prosecution- came to an 
end when the point was raised hy the 
counsel for Ihe Chinese, that the opium 
smoking was done in the homes of the 
Chinese, this circumstance 
making 
it 
apparently impossible to convict the 
Chinese of a misdemeanor. The. charge 
of running a gambling game against these 
same defendants wlJl be tried on June 12. 


There were hot words this morning 


for Attorney Lemos andj his partner 
delivered by "Judge Mat I. Sullivan In 
Judge Ogden's court, in which he ac- 
cused both men of violating the ethics 
of their profession. 
The "roast" was 


brought about by the fact that Lemos 
and his partner appeared as the coun- 
sel for the late Dr. Andy J. Dean of 
Haywards in a suit brought against 
him for malpractice in which a Judg- 
ment was given against their client for 
$5,000 and that they are now appear- 
ing for one J. Gomez from whom they 
bought the judgment at a reduced fig- 
ure and 'are attempting to collect the 
money from the late doctor's aged 
mother. 


Raising his voice\ in 
indignation 


Judge Sullivan said, "It was through 
the fault of these men that no bill of 
exceptions was ever, filed In this case 
and an appeal taken. 
They allowed 


the judgment to be 
entered- against 


their client without a protest 'm a suit 
in which the. doctor should have been 
vindicated and they now come intb 
court" having bought 
that judgment 


and are attempting to take 'advantage 
of .information they secured as the 
lawyers for Dean to make a proflt on 
it."

After he had finished, a continuance 
was granted Lemos by Judge Ogden 
of three weeks in -which to file his 
claims, and also to have another at- 
torney substituted in his place, as the 
court ruled that as he appeared of 
counsel in. one case he could not act 
now on the opposite side of it.

the 
matter after- 


wards Lemos stated that he had dis- 
solved partnership with Langan nearly 
two years ago, and was not a partner 
at the time the case against 
Dean 


-was tried, although his 
name was 
signed to the complaint, and that he 
considered he was free to act but that 
as the court had decided against him 
he would step out and was glad to gRt 
free of'the case. 
The matter came up this morning on i 
motion of Sullivan to have the estate of 
the late John Dean set aside 
to his'J 
widow, Johanna Dean, and a monthly al- I 
lowance 
of 
$75.00 
given 
her 
from 
the time of her husband's death about 
fourteen years ago. And it was to pro- 
test against this motion that Lemos ap- 
peared this morning in order to protect- 
the interest of Gomez, who is the owner 
of the judgment against the younger 
Dean's estate, which consists of an inter- 
est in his father's estate. 
It is claimed by Lemos, that the widow 
has had all of the rents and;proftts of the 
estate for all this' time and that this 
move has been made for the purpose of 
defeating this judgment now in the pos- 
session of Gomez; -that if she is allowed 
any such allowance and the real prop- 
erty set aside as a homestead to her there 
will be nothing for the estate of Andy 
Dean, and, consequently, nothing for his 
creditors. - 
The suit.against Dean was decided at 
Redwood City, where Dean treated a 
'child by the name of Antone Andrade for 
a broken arm. The arm did not do well 
and is now perfectly useless, and the 
jury sitting on the case gave a judirment 
against the doctor for 15000. Shortly af- 
terward Dr. Dean died and he left no 
estate except what interest he had m. his 
.father's estate. A guardian was ap- 
pointed by the San Mateo courts to take 
care of the interest of the child and the 
judgment against the doctor -was sold at 
public auction. Judge Sullivan, repre- 
senting Mrs. Dean, tried to bid the judg- 
ment in for about $800 and this was raised 
by Gomez to $1000. These figures were 
raised back and forth until it was finally 
knocked down to Gomez for $2000. 
The only way in which any money CS.TI 
be collected on the claim is by ..securing 
Dr. Dean's share of his father's estate 
for his creditors, and it was to prevent 
an order being made setting the whole 
estate aside to the widow that the protest 
was made today.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 9.—The an- 


nouncement that the 
arguments of 


ex-Governor Budd and

torney Byington would be made in the 
MaestretU case served to bring to the 
Hall of Justice this morning an im- 
mense assemblage anxious to hear the 
final discussion of the advocates. 


BUDD'S ADDRESS. 


Ex-Governor James H. Budd, at the 


opening of the session, commenced his 
argument. He said that any questions 
asked by him relative to the Citizens' 
Alliance or Merchants' Association or 
the San Francisco Republican League 
during the time the jury was being im- 
paneled were not intended to cast any 
reflections. It had simply been the pur- 
pose to arrive at such feelings and in- 
terests of the talesmen as might staYid 
in the way of a fair and honest verdict. 
He was sure that a jury ha been se- 
cured that would find 
honestly 
the 


facts and return its verdict accord- 
ingly. 
There were few facts adduced 


in the case, and it should not be a dif- 
ficult matter to arrive at a decision. 


Budd criticised Judge Ferral for "ap- 


pealing to the prejudice of jurors." He 
referred to Witness 
Silberstein 
and 


Podd as "Siamese twins wltfc a private 
detective intestine." 
' 
SCORES WITNESSES. 


Budd denied with much vehemence 


that the defense had relied 
upon 
a 


technicality in order to save Maestret- 
ti. 
He declared that his client 
was 


ready to submit his fate on the tes- 
timony openly adduced. 


Silberstein and Podd, after seven- 


teen days at Tocaloma, 
under 
the 


shadow of San Quentin, 
came here 


that 
and swpre that the only time 
Maestretti ever spoke to them 
con- 


cerning their tesimoi\y in the 
"Wy- 


man case was during the preliminary 
examination. But when their 
minds 


were called distinctively to the 
facts 


they remembered and testified posi- 
tively that the meeting, in Country- 
man's . office was long after the pre- 


liminary examination of Wyman." 


DISLIKES GRAND JURY. 


Budd referred to the Grand Jury as 


the "new Council of Venice sitting in 
a back room in the Mills building," 
declaring that Witness Silberstein had 
been, called before officers of that body 
and threatened with the rock pile. 


The attorney adverted to the char- 


acter of Silberstein and Podd, and said 
that the accusations made by such 
men were not worthy of considera- 
tion. Their word was not to be taken 
against the word of "a man like Maes- 
tretti, who has lived in this city thirty- 
five years, and against whose life Yio 
reflection has ever before been 
cast, 


"WouIoT you convict even a private de- 
tective, much less a dog, on such tes- 
timony?" he asked. 


Budd referred to private detectives 


as-"human lice delving in the under- 
wear of the community and sucking 
the substance from the ulcers of so- 
ciety." He intimated that private de- 
tectives had tampered with Silberstein 
and Podd, and he also added that those 
witnesses had been hauled up into that 
private den (meaning the Grand Jury 
office) in the Mills building." 


All Silberstein and Podd could state 


definitely concerning the meeting 
In 


lountryman's office, said Budd, was 


that it took place on the 27th of Sep- 
tember. He laid great stress upon the 
point that such a feat of memory upon 
the part of such men was impossible. 
There were not two men in'a hundred, 
he said, who could remember dates. 
The mind clings to circumstances, but 
not to dates.

The True Principle of Unionism. 


'Charles W. Post, \vho has just succeeded D. M. Parry as president 


of the National Citizens' Industrial Association, does not share his 
predecessor s antipathy to labor unions as such. Mr. Parry holds to 
the theory that the principle of unionism is bad, and that unions are 


- therefore to be opposed and broken up. His attitude is one of un- 
alterable antagonism to unions, no matter what they do. Mr. Post 
does not subscribe to Mr. Parry's views. On this point he states ex- 
plicitly that he believes labor organizations to be not only right and 
proper, but under existing conditions necessary. 
He says he is an 


ardent "admirer of the union known as the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers," which he alleges to be conducted on a high plane of wis- 
dom and liberality. 


In defining his attitude toward labor unions, Mr. Post says: "So 


long as the organizations of capital exist, organizations of labor should 
exist." 
This is a fair statement of a fair proposition. The same right 


and the same necessity exist on both sides. Mr. Post adds: "I look 
forward hopefully to the time when careful, intelligent, honest men will 
be selected as the leaders of trade unions, and that members of the 
unions shall retain the governing power, for we see on all sides the 
most villanous abuse of power centered in the hands of a few irres- 
ponsible, unworthy men; unions must be cleansed and these men 
driven out of power before the average labor union can win its way 
back to the esteem of the people." 


It is refreshing to find an employer who can combat vicious ten- 


dencies and evil policies without becoming an enemy of organized 
labor. Mr. Post discerns that the trouble must not be ascribed to the 
principle of unionism, but to unwise policies and evil counsels in par- 
ticular instances. Men like Shea and Sam Parks injure unionism be- 
cause they pervert its principles and misdirect its energies. Parks 
made, a corropt ttse of his powers and Shea has brought discredit on 
the Teamsters' Union by deliberately encouraging violence and law- 
lessness. Both men resorted to criminal methods—one to line his own 
pocket and the other to carry his point. Both failed, not because the 
principle of unionism is wrong, but because they di'd the very thing 
labor was organized to prevent—namely, oppression and corruption. 
The fundamental principle of unionism is to prevent industrial slavery. 
In striving to liberate the wage earners, the unions insist upon fair 
treatment, good wages and decent hours of labor. To this every 
right-thinking man should say amen. As Mr. Post says, the difficulty 
is to prevent the powers of the unions being perverted and turned to 
the destruction of the principles unionism seeks to advance. 


After four years haggling in the courts of Canada it has been 


'decided that Greene and Gaynor can be extradicted for trial in the 
United States. These men jumped their bail after being indicted for 
complicity in the gigantic frauds of Captain Carter, who was the gov- 
ernment officer in charge of the harbor improvements at Savannah. 
The United States authorities have been trying for four years to get 
Greene and Gaynor back for trial, but they had plenty of money and I 
they found the lawyers and courts of Canada sympathetic and indul-) 
gent. It is frequently stated that justice is much more prompt and 
sure-footed in Canada than it is in the United States, but the ex- 
perience our government has had in the Greene and Gaynor case does 
not bear out the assertion. 
Canadian law is about as prolific in tech- 


nicalities as the American codes and Canadian lawyers appear to be 
fully as ingenfus and unscrupulous as their American prototypes.

When the result of the school census taken in Vallejo this year 


was announced it gave great dissatisfaction because the enumeration 
did not tally with the general growth of the community. It belied 
the new building, the postoffice receipts, the registration and all other 
collateral facts bearing upon the number of inhabitants. A new cen- 
sus was ordered taken, which showed 287 more children of school age 
than was shown by the first census. Vallejo's experience corres- 
ponds precisely with Oakland's, save that no second census was taken 
in this city. Had one been taken we are confident that the result 
would have been the same as the result at Vallejo. It is preposterous 
that a city can increase its population by from 5000 to 7000 and ndt 
increase the number of school children by more than 55. 


An Object Lesson For Oaklanders. 


Oaklanders who have lately visited Tacoma have been struck by 


the fine city hall which the people of that enterprising city have erect- 
ed. It is a spacious, imposing structure of the modern type, con- 
structed of the most enduring materials. It is an ornament to the 
city which adds to the respect every visitor feels for Tacoma. 
It 


gives the city an air of dignity and solid prosperity not to be conveyed 
by words. It is an object lesson in thrift and enterprise. It is a 
physical proof that Tacoma is abreast with the times and is financial- 
ly prosperous. 


Returning home the Oaklanders who have admired this hand- 


some evidence of Tacoma's civic progress draw with a sense of shame 
and vexation a contrast between it and the ancient, shabby, in- 
adequate wooden structure that is called by courtesy a city hall in 
Oakland. Inwardly they confess that the people of this city have not 
risen to their opportunities or the necessities of the occasion. 
If 


Tacoma's fine municipal building is such a flattering advertisement for 
' that city, what a poor advertisement for Oakland must be the an- 
tiquated, crazy wooden structure at the head of Washington street? 


Oakland is older than Tacoma. It is larger than Tacoma. 
It is 


wealthier than Tacoma. But Tacoma not only has a city hall that 
figurately makes Oakland look like thirty cents, but it has public 
parks and well improved streets. Its people have set their house in 
order. 
By collective action its citizens have advertised to the world 


that they are progressive and public-spirited. 


Surely Oakland can do what Tacoma has done. There is no valid 


reason why this city should not erect a city hall that will adorn the 
city and be commensurate to its needs and importance. Is there not 
some way to rouse the public spirit of our citizens to action?

The main object of the Alton road in 


equipping its passenger ''trains -for re- 
ceiving and sending wireless messages 
Is to still further decrease the risk of 
accident. 
Including this the Alton will

order issued by the dispatcher for the 
movement of each.train. The second is 
a station or manual block system, under 
which the movement of trains Is' di- 
rected by station agents acting under 
telegraph orders or standing rules. The 
third system is an electric or automatic 
signal which' maintains at least a safe 
distance between two trains running on 
the same track, unless the signals are 
disregarded by the engineer and crew

"METALLIZED" LACES. 


According to the Paris Cosmos, a 


French -company has been formed to 
"metallize" embroideries, and wonder- 
ful effects have been produced. 
Ex- 


periments have long been under way 
with a number of articles, such 
as 


flowers, leaves and branches, but prac- 
tical results with laces were only re- 
cently secured. 


The laces are made conductors of an 


electric current and placed in a gal- 
vanic bath. There they become coat- 
ed with an exceedingly delicate sur- 
face, the colors of which can be regu- 
lated at •will. 


The coating is so fine that not the 


slightest Irregularity can be noticed, 
and,, the laces remain perfectly 
soft 


and flexible. It makes no difference 
whether gold, silver, copper, bronse or 
other metals are employed. 


The assertion Is made

metallized points, in spite of the thin- 
ness of the metal coating, can be unit- 
ed as if soldered together, so that all 
sorts of combinations are 
possible.

years ago, he said, investing 812,000. and 
owing to the presence of the tracks it 
had depreciated fully S4.000. 
:Houses 
were 
shaken 
and 
window 


panes caused to rattte by the passing 
of trains, and he believed the trouble 
was due to the operation of oil-burning 
locomotives. 
He 
had 
petitioned the 


Board of City Trustees on a number 
of occasions to take some action in the 
matter, but he declared that his com- 
munications had been pigeon-holed with- 
out consideration. There was danger of 
shaking down buildings, Mr. Stiefvater 
asserted. 
Other citizens spoke of the 


vibration evil. 
It 
is 
the 
opinion of 


George T. Wright that the difficulty is 
due to too heavy locomotives, and that 
if the trains were divided In order to 
secure a lighter equipment there would 
bo no further difficulty. 
Stiefvater said 


it was the locomotive and not the cars 
which caused the 
troublesome vibra- 
tions. 


"There is a diversity of opinion in re- 


gard to the shake-ups," said President 
Smith. 
"There are some who believe 


the vibrations 
are 
caused by the oil- 


burning engines, while others maintain 
that a poor road-bed is the cause of 
the whole trouble." Mr. Stiefvater sug- 
gested that a committee be appointed to 
confer with E. R. Anthony of this city, 
assistant superintendent of the coast di- 
vision, to see if a remedy for the evil 
could not be found, and on motion the 
chair appointed Messrs. Stiefvater and 
William Betten. 


Chairman Smith explained his atti- 


tude on the matter of railroad fran- 
chises and his complaint made before 
the City Trustees that the railroad peo- 
ple were not complying with their agree- 
ment, as they were now running a less 
number of trains on the Railroad ave- 
nue branch in the present twenty-minute 
service than the terms or the franchise 
granted last year called for. It was de-
